Mexico City, May 18.—It was no sooner 
apparent that the Madero revolution had 
actually succeeded than conspiracies were 
giarteé against Madero. The old Cientifico 
party, which had governed the country under 
Porfirio Diaz, and the army were at the 
bottom of these conspiracies. The Cientifico 
party had no intention of yielding the special 
privileges which they had enjoyed under 
Diaz. 

The army, which had no sympathy with 
Madero, was disgusted at having been even 
nominally defeated by the rebels and was 
particularly incensed because Madero had 
put quite a number of his own officers in its 
various commissioned grades. Immediately 
everything possible was done to discredit 
Madero and his administration and to pre- 
vent their settling the existing difficulties. 
The newspapers being mostly in the hands of 
Madero'’s enemies were particularly useful 
instruments. 

The active leaders were Generals Huerta, 
Blanguet, and Mondragon, though none of 
them appeared openly as opposed to Madero. 
Huerta, who is practically a full biooded 
Indian, has played the most prominent part. 


Zapata and Orozco Lead Plots. 

The two chief outward disturbers of the 
peace were Zapata in the south and Orozco 
ip the north.

MENTIONS HUTTMANN, TOO 


Tells Board of Pressure Put on Her 
by Agent Plunkett “From 
the Mayor's Office.” 


RESULT: HALF DEFEAT; HALF VICTORY 


Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, told the Board of Education yes- 
terday afternoon of pressure brought to 
bear on her to endorse a spelling book for the 
Chicago schools. 

She named two prominent Democratic 
of the Harrison following— 
“'Tom "’ Carey, chairman of the county cen- 
tral committee, and “ Hinky Dink ’’ Kenna, 
First ward alderman. 

She also said School Trustees Henry W. 
Huttmann and John C. Harding tried to 
force her to the sameaction. It was made 
plain that Mr. Harding's motive was to 
benefit Chicago printers. He is a union 
printer. 

Mrs. Young also sald James Plunkett, 
agent for Eaton's speller, and of “‘ de luxe” 
book fame, threatened to “ get her scalp” 
if she withstood the pressure. Ald. Kenna 
at night’ denied he had concerned himself 
in any way in the text book matter. 

Partial Defeat; Partial Victory. 

The school, board spent two hours, from 4 to 
6, fighting out the text book question. Mrs. 
Young failed to secure definite action restor- 
ing to her the power-—taken from her a 
week ago—to select schoo) books. But at the 
Same time the board refused to indorse the 
Faton spelling book, which has caused the 
row.. To this extent she was victorious.

**I suppose that has reference to my state- 
ment that there was something behind my 
recommendation that the board take over 
the selection of spelling books,” she said.

* Since early in the fall the question ofa 
change in spellers hag been talked about 
among the board members and among a good 
many teachers,” Mra.| Young said, * and 
again and again I was asked if there was go- 
ing to be a change of jspellers, and I have 
had brought to my attention always in con- 
nection with that question the question as to 
whether I was going to recommend a certain 
speller, or else the statement that I ought to 
recommend one. 


No Fault with Present Book. 

“T have never heard|a word of complaint 
from any teacher or principal! in this city 
about the spelling book now in use since I 
was superintendnent. 

“We changed readers last year, and it is 
my firm conviction that two years should 
elapse between the changes made in any 
two books in the elementary schools. In the 
first part of my superintendency I did recom- 
mend a geography one year and an arith- 
metic the next year, and I should not make 
guch a recommendation again. I .hink to 
change books in two consecutive years (not 
the same books) is too severe a tax on the 
parents of the city. 

‘* Besides, we have to consider the teachers. 
They cannot.work satisfactorily If the books 
aré changed yearly, even though it be only 
one book that is changed each year. 

“Yet this question kept coming before 
me. I was urged to see how desirable it 
was for the school system to have peace, and 
be befriended by the agent of the book that 
was to be introduced, but I didn’t think that 
was a matter for me to take under consid- 
eration. 

Agent, Friend, and Alderman. 

“So far as I could see, if we were to m- 
troduce one speiler to pacify one agent whose 
set of readers had not been adopted, then 
it was our duty to find as many books for 
the elementary schools as there were pub- 
lishers that tried to get their readers in, 80 
as to give each and every house a chance. 
Why should we select one particular book

VOTE EXTENSIONS 
OF ‘L’ PLATFORMS 


Aldermen Expect Thus to 
Load Two Trains at Once at 
Each Loop Station. 


LIKE NEW “ISLAND” IDEA 


Plans for through routing elevated trains 
progressed yesterday with more rapidity 
than has been shown by any traction im- 
provement scheme in many months. 

What was thought to be the Gordian knot of 
the gsituation—the lengthening of the loop 
station platforms—was cut with a sharp de- 
cision in favor of this step. The council 
committee on loca! transportation voted to 
authorize the extension of these platforms 
to accommodate two six car trains simultan- 
eously. The aldermen agreed the protests 
of a few downtown property owners should 
not interfere with obtaining the greatest pos- 
sible increase in loop capacity. 


Hear New Plan. 

The committee also listened to a new plan 
of operation that would increase this ca- 
pacity above the maximum set for any previ- 
ous system outlined. George Weston, city 
representative on the board of supervising 
engineers, urged that transfers be made by 
means of island platforms, instead of over 
bridges crossing from one side of the loop to 
the other. 

The aldermen liked the idea, and represen- 
tatives of the Chicago elevated railways said 
if the estimates of the results obtainable 
were verified by their engineers and the sug- 
gestion is found feasible, they will include it 
in their throug. route plan. 


Able to Handle More Cars, 

Mr. Wesion said the isiand platforms would 
give the loop a capacity of 1,288 cars an hour, 
as contrasted with the present capacity of 
700 cars an hour, or the capacity of 1,220 
ears if the overhead bridges were used. 

Mr. Weston proposed the island platforms 
be built at Clark and Lake streets, Wabash 
avenue and Adams street, State and Van 
Buren streets, and Randolph street and Fifth 
avenue. He said their installation would re- 
duce the length of the transfer station stop 
to the lowest possible duration. The com- 
mittee will wait to hear from the company on 
this point. 

Meantime the ordinance for through rout- 
ing will be redrafted by John W. Beckwith, 
first assistant corporation counsel, in con- 
formity with his recommendations for pro- 
tecting the city. 


. Angered by Loop League Counsel, 
The vote to approve the lengthening of sta- 
tion platforms was taken after Morgan Da- 
vies, an attorney for the Loop Protective 
association, had aroused the resentment of 
the committee by intimating he had not been 
given a chance to present arguments against, 
these extensions. W. G. Beale, attorney for 
the roads, suggested Davies’ conduct led toa 
belief he was paving the way for an injunc- 
tlon sult to prevent the platform extensions. 
The committee voted to send the property 
owners’ association a forma! invitation to 


present its case against the plan.

FRIENDS TESTIFY 
THAT ROOSEVELT 
NEVER WAS DRUNK 


Say Liquor Was Forbidden on 
Private Cars During Cam- 
palgn Trips of Colonel. 


BAR ON HEARSAY EVIDENCE 


Judge Rules Any Person Who Has 
Seen Plaintiff Only Once 
Cannot Be Witness. 


DEFENSE INDICATES ITS COURSE 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Marquette, Mich, May 28.—Men who have 
been associated with Col. Roosevelt in pub- 
lic life, who met him on the Nile and who 
accompanied him on various political cam- 
, Paigns, today testified that he is extremely 
temparate in the use of intoxicants. 

It would have been impossible, the wit- 
nesses said, for Col. Roosevelt to have been 
under the influence of liquor without the 
fact becoming known to his assoqates. It 
would have been equally impossible, they 
testified, for him to have drunk liquor with 
any regularity without the smell of it on 
his breath being apparent, to the friends 
who testified. 

The witnesses were Robert Bacon, formerly 
secretary of state, Truman H. Newberry 
formerly secretary of the navy, John Callan 
O’Lavughlin, Washington correspondent of 
Taw CHIcaGo TRIBUNE, Lucius F. Curtis, a 
New York newspaper man, and Gilson 
Gardner, a newspaper man, who after hav- 
img testified the day before, was recalled. 


Excludes Hearsay Evidence. 


The day’s proceedings weré marked by an 
important ruling by Judge Richard C. Flan- 
nigan, which will have the effect of exclud 
ing certain kinds of hearsay testimony. 

The effect of the ruling was that Col. Roose- 
velt's general reputation is an issue in the 
case, and testimony bearing on that issue 
may be introduced, but that rumors or re- 
ports about his réputation coming from per- 
sone not qualified by experience to judge, 
shall not be admitted. 

Tt was explained that a person who has 
traveled extensively with the former preei- 
dent or who has been associated with him 
with any degree of constancy may testify as 
to his reputation, but a man who heard 
the colonel deliver a political speech, or who 
saw him for only a few moments in a crowd 
may not testify as to his general reputation, 
although he may tell how the colonel acted 
or appeared at that particular time. 

Questions put to the witmesses by counsel 
today indicated that the defense will en- 
deavor to justify the editorials in the Irom 
Ore by showing that similar charges have 
been made in other publication. Inregard to 
this Judge Flannigan made the following 
statement: 

*“‘ Publicatione of similar matters by other 
newspapers are not accepted in mitigation of 
damages.” 

Cover Whole Public Life. 

Almost every phase of Col. Roosevel’s 
public life was touched wpon by the wit- 
neseew today. All of them spoke with em- 
phasis when they expressed, personel know!- 
edge in denying, as the editorial charges, that 
the colonel ” gets drunk and that not infre- 
quently, and that all his intimate friends 
know it.” 

It was asserted that whenever Col. Roose- 
velt drank champagne or wine or mint juleps 
| {t was out of courtesy to his host at some pub- 
| He function; that he often only took a mouth- 
| ful from a wine glass and that on one occa- 
| gion he ardered a railroad company not to 
Place in his special car the supply of liquors 
usually placed in such cars. 

In varied phrases the same question was 
put to each witness. 

‘* Have you ever known Mr. Roosevelt to 
be under the influence of liquor?’ or ‘' Have 
you ever smelt liquor on Mr. Rooseveit's 
breath?’ and the answer invariably was neg- 
ative. 

Calls Drinking Rumors “Silly.” 

Mr. O’Laughiin, who said he knew Col 
Roosevelt for mary years and who went toa 
point om the Nile to meet the colonel on the 
latter’s return from the interior of Africa, 


put a degree of positiveness to his answers 
by saying: 

“I not only never knew of the colonel’s 
having been under the influence of liquor, 
but any suggestion that he ever was, ap- 
peared to me, on account of my intimate ac- 
quaintance with him, to be absolutely silly.” 

It wae a question put to Mr. Q Laughiia 
that brought about the argument of attor- 
neys over the admissibility of certmin testt- 
mony. Mr. O’' Laughlin was asked whether 
he had heard a general report circulated 


in the habit of getting drunk. After the 
court's ruling, he was permitted to answer. 
His answer was that he had heard such rue 
more, but that he regarded them as wholly 
unfounded and not worthy of notice. 


Testimony Given by O’Laughlin. 

Mr. O’ Laughlin was the first witness called 
today. When he took the stand he said he 
had been associated with Col. Roosevelt for 
twenty years. 

** During your twenty years experience with 
Col. Roosevelt have you ever seen him in the 
slightest degree under the influence of 
Hquor?” he was asked. 

“TI not only never saw him under the 
influence of liquor but it seems absolutely 
silly to me to have anyone suggest the fact 
that he ever was,” replied O’Laughiin. 

“At banquets have you ever seen him 
drink any liquor?” 

“ At banquets he sometimes took a glass 
of white wine. I never saw him drink more 
than one glass of champagne.” 

Mr. O’Laughlin @escribed the various din- 
ners, official and otherwise, given at Wash- 
ington, including dinners at the Gridiron 
club. | 
“Wil you tell this jury whether Bir.

/Mr. O’ Laughlin explained he had been act- 
ing as the colonel’s secretary after the colonel 
left Egypt for the tour of the continental 
capitals, and he communicated with Am- 
bassador Leishman at Rome to arrange for 
the reception of Col. Roosevelt by the King 
of Italy and the pope.

plaintiff. 


Says Colonel Lessened Amount. 

Attorney Pound here rose and said: 

‘ At first I wanted to sue for $50,000, but 
Col. Roosevelt insisted that thé amount asked 
for should be nominal. He did not wantto be 
vindictive, but wanted merely damages for 
the publication of a falsehood.” 

It was stated by Mr. Belden that the pe- 
cunlary damages in this case under the law 
might be any sum from 6 cents to $60,@00, 
regardless of the amount asked for in the 
suit, 

Whether the alleged libel was true or not, 
Mr. Belden argued, the defendant believed 
the article to be true, and did not publish it 
out of malice. 

Attorney W. H. Van Benschoten, for. Col. 
Roosevelt, said he would not oppose the at- 
titude of the defense that the admission of so- 
called hearsay evidence, bearing upon ‘the 
colonel’s reputation as to liquor, Was merely 
to mitigate damages. He contended, how- 
ever, that such evidence should not be ad- 
mitted unless it first should be proved that 
the defendant knew of the reports before he 
published the article, and believed them to be 
true, and based his article on them, believ- 
ing them to be true. 


Calls Defense Inconsistent. 

“ Inder the position of the defense,’ argued 
Mr. Pound, “a man may be as pure as St. 
Paul and his reputation may be ruined ina 
moment by a lot of gossip mongers. The 
two points attempted by the defense are in- 
compatible. You cannot mitigate and deny 
at the same time.” 

Various libel suit 
by Mr. Pound. 
had said “he stole my horse.’ Another 
case was that of a woman who sued for 
libel because an editor had said she stolea 
pocketbook which she found on the street. 

“ The defense has said this case ts unprece- 
dented,”” shouted Mr. Pound. “It is true 
that there has been a revulsion on the part 
of presidents to come into court, but I can 
cite you a recent case where the king of 
England prosecuted a newspaper for charg- 
ing him with being a bigamist in marrying 
@ woman while he was a sailor and before he 
married the present queen. Would it have 
been a defense for the editor to have come 
into court and say, ‘O, I only knew what I 
heard and I publish what I hear ’?” 


Ruling Made by Court. 
After hearing the arguments, Judge Filan- 
nigan ruled as follows: 

‘ The Michigan rule is well settled that 
the general reputation of the plaintiff is 
a matter that the defendant may dispute— 
that is, his genera! reputation previous 
to the publication of the alleged libelous 
artkle, and evidence of that nature will 
be received. 

“ The otner question isagto whether or 
not the defendant may show that other 
newspapers published similar charges, and 
may show that it was reported among 
men that the plaintiff was guilty of simi- 
lar offenses. 

“The court is well satisfied that the 
defendant is not entitled to that testimony, 
and no testimony of that nature will be 
received. 

“ Gilson Gardner, a witness yesterday, 
testified under direct examination to the 
opinion of oertain correspondents in 
Washington. That testimony wil) have 
to be considered drawn out by the plain- 
tiff. I think the defendant will have the 
right to rebutt that statement if he is 
able to do so. 

“ Whether or not the defendant will ‘be 
entitled to show the source of his infor- 
mation for the purpose of establishing 
good faith on his part and beNef im the 
truth of the article, must turn, it seems 
to me. on the other question of whether 
or nat the damages may be increased by 
reason of actual malice in the publication, 
and the court will not pass upon that

No Mitigation of Offense. 


“May we not ask newspaper men like Mr.

Recalled to the stand, with the jury pres- 
ent, Mr. O’Laughlin was further examined by 
the plaintiff's counsel.

** Never.” 

** What do you say as to his language; was 
it clean or profane? ”’ 

"Col. Roosevelt has one of the cleanest 
minds of any man I ever knew.’’ 

‘Was he ever profane?” 

" Never profane,” 

Gilson Gardner, another Washington news- 
paper man, who testified yesterday, was re- 
called and examined by the defense. His 
brief testimony was a repetition of what he 
previously had given. 


Describes Colonel as “Clean.” 


Robert Bacon, former secretary of state 
and former ambassador to France, next tes- 
tifled. He described his own life and con- 
tinued: 

“T have known Theodore Roosevelt inti- 
mately for about thirty-six years, having 
been a classmate of his at Harvard, where 
wo graduated in 1880. At tollege he was one 


} of the cleanest minded, fearless boys that I 


ever have known. He was always in the 
best of training physically, one of his chief 
recreations being wrestling and boxing. He 
was a good fighter and I think the fairest 
fighter that I ever have known. 

“ During the four years that I was in the 
state department, under Mr. Roosevelt's ad- 
ministration, I saw him constantly, almost 
every day, at all times of the day and night, 
officially and unofficially, and frequently 
lunched or dined at the White House. The 
president always was in the best of physical 
training, reserving several hours every day 
four different kinds of hard exercise—long 
walks or rides, boxing, and in other-ways. 
Some of us who were his most intimate 
friends in the government always accom- 


panied him. 
Were Constant Companions. 
“On his return from Africa Mr. Roosevelt 
spent a week at my house in Paris, where I 


oe 


was with him every moment of the day or 
night except when he was sleeping and since 
my return I have oftem seen him either at his 
own house or mine, for we lived near each 
other In the country on Long island. 

“ During all my lifelong association with 
Mr. Roosevelt, and especially in the four 
years of my closest personal daily contact in 
Washington, it was impossible for him to 
have been a drinking man without my know!l- 
edge. 

‘‘ He is not, and never has been. I know 
few men who have been so abstemious and 
temperate. His whole life, both public and 
private, has beem clean and decent, in 
thought, speech, action, and any euggestion 
or statement that he has ever been anything 
but abstemious and temperate to the highest 
degree is unqualifiedly false. Of this all his 
friends and intimates are absolutely sure, and 
I have never heard from any one of them the 
least suspicion to the contrary.’’ 

Only ome quéstion was put to Mr. 
by the defense. 

‘You were with Mr. Roosevelt on his trips 
around the country? ” 

“ Never.” 

Says Colonel Didn’t Indulge. 

Lucius F. Curtis, a New York newspaper 
man, said he was with’ Col. Roosevelt at 
various times during the period from June, 
1910, until after the election last year, going 
with the colonel on campaign trips. 

“From your first acqua'ntance with Col. 
Roosevelt until after the c.ection of 1912, 
what can you say as to his drinking l'quor 
of any kind?” 

“I never knew of his drinking anything 
except as a courtesy when he wasa guest.” 

“ During the time you were with him would 
it have been possible for him to have been 
drunk without your knowing it?’ 

“It would not have been possible.” 

“You have been often at his home at 
Oyster Bay—did you observe that he ever 
drank to excess at his home?”’ 

He did not.” 

“When you traveled on trains with him 
on campaign trips, did you ever see him in- 
dulge in liquor?’ 

* He did not indulge in it.” 


No Liquor on Car. 

Mr. Belden, counsel for the defense, cross- 
examined Curtis. 

“Do you know whether a supply of liquor 
was carried on Col. Roosevelt's private 
car?” 

“I know Col. Roosevelt gave orders that 
the railroad compary should not stock Hilts 
private car with the supply of liquor as is 
usually done.” 

“Did you ever see Col.

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wine or liquor on any campaign trips?” 

“Not on the train; but sometimes else- 
where. At the St. Louis Country club I saw 
him drink about two swallows of mint julep.

“Perfectly Sober,”’ Says Newberry. 

Truman H. Newberry, former secretary 
of the navy, told of his relatione with the 
plaintiff since 1896, when they first met, and 
through the period when witness was assist- 
ant secretary of the navy and secretary of 
that department. 

“Were you at Mr. Cannon's reception in 
honor of his seventieth birthday? ’’ asked Mr. 
Pound. . 

“I was.” 

“Did you see the plaintiff there?” 

“Ten” 

At this point Mr. Andrews objected, but the 
court ruled that inasmuch as the alleged libel 
charged the plaintiff with drunkenness, the 
latter was entitled to open up his whole life 
for the purpose of refutation. 

Mr. Pound's next question was to ask If, at

“Not that I saw,” was the response. 

“What did you see as to whether he was, 
or was not, under influence of liquor?’ pur- 
sued the Jawyer. 

** He was perfectly sober.” 

Mr. Andrews, on cross examination, asked, 
“How far were you from Col. Roosevelt when 
he greeted the host of the evening?” 

“About ten feet. % 


Asks Arrest of Witness. 

Frank Harper, secretary to Col. Roosevelt, 
said today he had received a telegram ask- 
ing him to cause the arrest of James Martin 
Miller if he should appear in Marquette. 
The telegram said Miller was wanted in New 
York on a charge of grand larceny, and was 
signed “J. P. Reynolds.” 

Miller was one of forty persons who signed 
depositions far the defendant, George A. 
Newett, in the Roosevelt libel suit. 

Attorney Horace Andrews of the defense 
gaid that Miller could not be brought here 
as a witness, as he was beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of Judge Filannigan’s court, and that 
the defense had by no means settled on what 
depositions would be introduced in evidence. 


Reynolds Confirms Report. 

New York, May 28.—Assistant District At- 
torney James B. Reynolds today confirmed 
the report that he had asked for the arrest 
of J. Martin Miller, formerly consul at Aix- 
la-Chapelle, if he appeared at Marquette as 
a witness in the Roosevelt libel suit. Miller 
is under indictment here on a charge of grand 
larceny in connection with a check transac- 
tien. Mr. Reynolds sent a dispatch to Frank 
Harper, secretary to Col. Roosevelt, request- 
ing that word be sent here if Miller appeared 
in Marquette.

Pay in school currency has been adopted in 
Gary’s public vocational schoo! as a substi- 
tute for the usual school “ credits.’ Instead 
of getting a percentage mark, the students 
get a check on the “ vocational credit bank ” 
and deposit it. When they have saved up $80 
in checks they are entitled to one full course 
credit. 

The plan was devised by Prof. G. E. Wulf- 
ing, vocational director, as a part of the 
schools’ business management and as an in- 
centive to further work. The success of the 
experiment is indicated by the fact that the 
slower students rapidly are pulling out of the 
30 cents an hour class into the 60 cent class, 
the highest awarded. They wantthe “ maxi- 
mum Wage scale.”’ 


Girl Directs Bank. 

Miss Rose Matthews is director of the 
bank and makes up her daily report for the 
bank examiner. She has her deposits veri- 
fled by the student timekeeper. All the offi- 
cials are students. 

The branches of the school teach practical 
work.

Judge Will Decide Jurisdic- 
tion Issue with Kersten- 
Hoyne Body Today.

Spectal State’s Attorney Clyde L. Day and

it done, the agent, a friend, and an alder- 
man?” 

Mrs. Young was asked to give the name 
of these three men. She said James Plunkett 
was the agent, Thomas Carey the friend, and 
Mr. Kenna of the First ward tne alderman. 

“I stood out against recommending the 
Eaton speller,’ Mrs. Young continued, “ be- 
cause, #0 far as the list of words was con- 
cerned, it was not ag good as the book we 
have. Il was asked by two members why I 
didn’t recommend the Eaton book. I said it 
had never been customary to introduce any 
book without furnishing an opportunity to 
every firm that. published a book of that 
kind and wished to enter into competition 
to send in books. Then the books could be 
é¢xamined and the best one recommended. 
These gentlemen agreed to that, but ag I 
understood it then, and I have not changed 
my mind, the intention was to adopt and 
recommend the Eaton book. 


Takes Vote of Teachers, 

“T sent out a questionnaire to the teachers 
and received from 600 teachers replies op- 
posing the present speller, 1,100 were indif- 
ferent, 1,300 preferred the one we have, and 
600 didn't want any speller at all. 

“ After considering these replies, I thought, 
in view of the fact that the board had re- 
ported poor spelling+-which I believe is no 
poorer today than it was in our schooldays— 
I would accept the opinion of the board and 
the Association of Commerce that the spell- 
ing is poor today. So I recommended a new 
book on the possibility that the spelling of 
the children might be improved. 

“TIT knew that if I did not recommend the 
speller desired I should go through alll went 
through last July and September about the 
readers. I knéw that, because Mr. Plunkett, 
who told me he would get my scalp—told me 
that in the rooms of the board of education— 
was a man who had heen listened to by board 
members and who had induced them to urge 
the adoption of his speller. 


Said He Was in the Mayor’s Office. 

‘* Plunkett had an| appointment with me. 
and called up, saying he wasin the mayor's 
office, and asked mejto postpone it for half 
an hour. He called up twice after, and I then 
instructed my clerk| not to put him on my 
wire again. 

“TI didn't intend to stand for such maneu- 
vers. He said his friend Carey was going 
to see thé mayor, and he said the mayor 
wanted me to put in my report on the readers 
earlier. After much abusive language and 
such talk as that man used in my office and 
then up and down the streets with regard to 
the rejection of his book, I co object to being 
told that we ought to put his book In tin order 
to have peace.”’ 

“What abusive language cid he 
asked Mr. Smietanka. 

‘Well, he said that he would ‘get my 
scalp,’’’ replied Mrs. Young. “and he said 
one other thing that I don’t understand. He 
said I had ‘ double crossed’ him."’ 
kedi Mrs. Young 
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if she really thought Plunkett wae in the 
mayor’s office at the time. 

‘*No, I don’t think so,” she ald. “I don't 
believe the mayor keeps any man in his of- 
fice an hour.” 

Smietanka asked Mrs. Young who 
the two members of the board were who had 
asked her to recommend Piunkett's ook. 

“They were Mr. Huttmann and Mr. Her- 
ding.” she said ‘“ Mr, Huttmanna asked that 
Plunkett's book be recommended in order to 
have peace. We all know Mr. Harding's de- 
votion to the cauge of labor.

Peterson-Vincent Clash. 

The clash between Trustees Peterson and 
Vincent followed Mrs. Young*’s remarks.

* Ihave the greatest respect for Mrs. Young 
and the other members of this board.

Reply by Mr. Vincent. 

“I would like to anéwer the false, spiteful 
and contemptible remarks just made,” said 
Mr. Vincent. 

“Tam in my third year as a member of this 
board. I have tried to be frank and open al- 
waye I admit that Mr. Helmar, agent of the 
American Book company, isa friend of mine, 
but not in a business way.

“Last Sunday I consented to give an in- 
terview with THp TRIBUNB, which was writ- 
ten out, and in which I said distinctly that 
I didn’t believe there was a single member 
of this board who could be influenced by 
money. If I knew then whatI do now I prob- 
ably would have made one exception. 

“We are discussing personal mattere—let 
me say something else. I did not know that 
this resolution last week would come up in 
the absence of Dean Summer.

I have told the 
truth, and you can verify it. I say it is un- 
kind, it is wicked, it is shameful, it is ma- 
licous.”’

Springfield, Iil., May 28.—The state ald good 
roads bill under which the state automobile 
license funds will be distributed to the coun- 
ties for the construction of main highways 
was advanced to third reading in the house 
today after second reading consideration 
lasting. several hours, during which severa!

“OBSERVER” ON HUERTA’S COUP. 

In today’s TRIBUNE appears an article 
by “Observer” on Mexico.

AT EACH OTHER’S WEASANDS. 

The Balkan confederacy, for other than 
the military necessities of acampaignagainst 
the enemy of all four nations, was an un- 
stable thing in the beginning, cemented with 
gunpowder. It was fortunate further in 
finding that strategy mapped out four thea- 
ters of war and gave each nation its sepa- 


rate part. 

Bulgarian, Servian, and Greek have fought 
each the other two for years over territory 
which now is free of the Turk and up for 
delinitation. Men who know the difficulties 
have thought that hostilities would be avoid- 
ed for the present, owing more to the necessi- 
iy for recuperation than to anything else, but 
were confident they could not be in the fu- 
ture when granaries were full again, wounds 
liealed, and the war chest heavy once more. 

The fact that armies face each other in 
the territories in dispute is the worst circum- 
stance. Anact of aggression in the field may 
defeat the aims of considerate statesmanship 
ju the capitals. 


PROTECT THE MURDERED ALSO. 

Without dogmatically asserting that the 
repeal of the death penalty will remove a 
powerful deterrent to the crime of murder. 
we cannot help noticing the strength that 
accrues to sentimental measures of doubt- 
ful value compared to the movement for 
undoubted constructive reform. 

If the bill to save murderers from the fate 
which they maliciously brought to others 
does not pass the general assembly, it will 
not be for lack of enthusiastic supporters. 

These supporters, so anxious to preserve 
the lives of murderers, extend little or no 
effort to make murders less common and less 
safe. They do not labor to increase the effi- 
ciency of the police in the eradication of 
crinie or to increase the swiftness and cer- 
tainty of the course of justice. 

It is timely to remind the American peo- 
ple that-in their very excellent sentimental- 
ity they ignore to a dangerous degree the 
practical administration of public affairs, 
und that it is to this lack of common sense 
iat a large part of our evils is due. 


THE REGISTERED NURSE. 

There are, according to the best obtainable 
statistics, 20,000 trained purses practicing 
in the United States who have obtaiffed a 
thorough preparation for their work in hos- 
pitals. There are, on the other hand, from 
live to ten times as many other women prac- 
ticing as trained nurses whose education aud 
training are limited to a correspondence 
school course or something equally unsatis- 
factory. 

At present there is no standard by which 
the really trained nurse can be distinguished 
offiand* from the nurse of mediocre or no 
training. In smaller communities the fam- 
ily in need of the services of a nurse can, 
through personal inquiry, distinguish be- 


tween the capable nurse and the one who is - 


only half prepared. Ina city like Chicago, 
where each person, not to speak of each fam- 
iy, is a world unto itself, this is much more 
difficult. 

l’or the protection of the sick who wisn 
and are able to employ the best and nothing 
but the best nursing a bill bas been intro- 
duced in the state legislature which, if it be- 
comes a law, will standardize nursing and 


will make it extremely easy to distinguisna, 


the bighest grade in the uursing profession. 
The bill is senate No. 312 and house No. 494), 
By the terms of the bill a state board of 
nurse examiners is created and is given 
power to examine and inspect the various 
hospitals where nurses are trained. The 
board is also empowered to “ outline and es- 
tablisn a course of instruction to be followed 
by aceredited schools for nurses.” Gradu- 
ules from these schools, and all others who 
cau show satisfactory evidence that they 
have received a training equivalent to the 
siaudard prescribed by this board, will then 
cowe Up for examination before the board. 
t pou satisfactorily passing this examination 
a certificate as a “ registered nurse” will] 
we issued to each candidate and will! entitle 
tim of her to append the letters R. N. :to his 
ii ber name. 

The state board of examiners by the pro- 
visions of this bill are not to interfere with 
“any person nursing the sick for hire who 
dees not in any way assume or pretend to be 
n registered nurse.” Those persons who 
‘ither cannot afford or are not in need of the 
services of a registered nurse will not suffer 
by this standardizing of the nursing pre- 
fession, as they will be free toemploy nurses 
of partial training. The person, on the 
other band, who is able to employ the best 
cad most scientific service wil] know where 


| produce her certificate as a registered nurse,

to find it. Ail he will need to do to make 
sure that the nurse he engages is of high 
standing in her profession is to ask her to 
her R. N. degree. i 
The bill is eminently fair to both the nurs- 
ing profession and the public. It gives the 
highest credit where the highest credit is 
due. The nurse who bas spent three ardu- 
oug years preparing for her work is given 
due recognition, while the partly trained 
nurse, for whom there is a great demand and 
a large field of usefulness, is not prevented 
from earning a livelihood. | 


WAIT. 

Chicago has waited many years for rafl- 
road terminals of decent appearance and ade- 
quate capacity. Now, it will do the rail- 
roads no harm to wait a few months. To 
ask the city council, with the little know!l- 
edge the aldermen have, to accept plans ie to 
ask the city, blindfolded, to buy something 
on the glib professions of a plausible sales- 
man. If the city were to decide now it 
would be by chance alone that it would sat- 
isfy its interests. 


LIGHT IN THE SOUTHWEST. . 

Tus TrIsunz has expressed its views in 
opposition to the full crew bill pending in the 
Illinois legislature, a measure obnoxious to 
right principles of public utilities regulation, 
injurious to the public, and bound to react 
upon railroad employés themselves in the 
long run. 

In this view the governor of Oklahoma 
concurs. He has just vetoed a full crew bill 
passed in that state, and in his veto message 
said some sensible things respecting legisia- 
tion of this kind which should be pondered 
prayerfully by many legislators who think 
they are protecting public interest by. ill 
considered measures, Here they are: 

Another thing I have learned to be- 

lieve is that those who have made a life- 
time study of railroad operations are 
better judges of the proper method of 
operating them than I am, and I believe 
that this is equally true when applied to 
a majority of the members of any legis- 
lative body. The trouble in Oklahoma 
is, and has ever been, that in dealing 
with public service corporations we 
have assumed to know more about how 
properly tooperate them than those who 
have given the matter careful study, 
Public service corporations need to be 
regulated and need to be controlled, 
Oklahoma has undertaken to do thie by 
the creation of a corporation commis 
sion, and has clothed that commission 
with unusual authority in dealing with 
such matters. That commission, after 
having studied this question, is better 
able to place suitable regulations upon 
the railroads than is the governor or the 
legislature. 

Too many politicians, even some of the 
most sincere, have assumed that any anti- 
corporation law is propublic. That has 
often been a blunder costly to the public. The 
full crew bill is not in the public interest and 
should be defeated. It is an example of how 
not to regulate public service in the public 
interest. 


A LESSON FROM CALIFORNIA, 
In an adjoining column is published today 


the report of an observer of the California | 


anti-Japanese legislation who was “on the 


' ground” during the whole proceeding anid 
' who had given some previous study to condi- 


tions in that state. This report strongly cor- 


‘ roborates other evidence tending to show~if, 


in fact, it does not prove conclusively—that 
the situation was trumped up for political 
purposes. Our correspondent, who was non- 
partisan and unprejudiced, points out that 
the legislation finally permitted to pass left 
the economic position of the great majority 
of the Japanese virtually as it was before 
and the material interests of California in 
Japanese industry uninjured. He reiterates 
the fact, insisted upon in other well informed 
Quarters, that the Japanese are not increas- 
ing nor the nature of their holdings chang- 
ing, that there was no crisis to be met, and 
no unusual pressure of public opinion impel- 
ling immediate restrictive legislation. There 
was, indeed, a latent opposition and even 
dislike to the Japanese among the people 
at large, the always present hostility of or- 
ganized labor in fear of competition, and 
that of the Asiatic Exclusion party. But 
these forces were either inactive or no more 
active than at any other time and nvthing 
had occurred to precipitate the spectacular 
action which has taken place. 

If these reports are true, as there is good 
reason to believe, we have to reflect that a 
piece of politica] tactics has raised prema- 
turely and unnecessarily a question of the 
greatest national and international delicacy 


| and gravity. hat question is named and 


discussed frankly in the London Times. 
It involves principles of national sovereign- 
ty and international right. 
cies political, military, economic, and social 


affecting many nations and hundreds of mfi- ’ 


lions of men. It raises, in their most ei- 
barrassing forms and at a most inopportune 
time, issues profoundly affecting our future 
as to our foreign commerce—which more 
and more must be considered in our national 
polity—and our international! relations with 
the Pacific powers. 

That all this should be brought about by 
a piece of very cheap partisan tactics anid 
without any apparent consideration of the 
situation to be created is a matter for ileep 
concern and humiliation.

BUYING MEAT. 

E are great meat eaters in this part 
of the world. In spite of every: 
thing that will be said, in spite of 
the prices that will prevail, we 
shall continue to be heavy meat 

eaters. However, we should take the trou 
ble to be discriminating meat eaters, and 
that we are not now, 

About one-third of the cost of food for 
an American family ie spent for meat, and 
yet we blindly order one of a smal! number 
of cuts and leave the balance of the anima! in 
little demand. 

Hall and Emmett of the University of 
Illinois (Illinois state bulletin No, 158) say 
that one-quarter of the weight of the carcass 
(loins and ribs) sells for one-half of the total 
selling price of the carcass. In other words. 
the failure of the people to buy other parts 
just about doubles the price of use 
and sirloin. 


The “tastier” portions of the meat are 
those in the neighborhood of bones. The 
great health need is for greater consump- 
tion of fiber, skin, and tendon, and yet the 
premium is put upon muscle fiber—the por 
tion which is only “tasty” and individual 
in favor when a skillful cook seasons it with 
substances to give it savor. 

Hall and Emmett had a eet of animals 
slaughtered under their eyes. They then 
cut the carcasses according to the approved 
lines of division. They next determined 
the amount of lean, fat, and waste per 
pound in every cut. 

From this, using the retall market price 
of the different cuts,: they estimated the 
cost per pound of nutritious elements in 
each cut. They found that when a woman 
buys porterhouse hip bone at 25 cents she 
pays 29 cents for’ the usable food pur- 
chased. At the other end of the line was 
hind shank, middle cut (soup bone), selling 
at 5 cents and worth 6.3 cents. In between 
came porterhouse,| regular price 25 cents, 
cost 27.2 cents; sirloin (round bone), 20 
cents, cost 21.1 cents; round steak (first cut), 
15 cents, cost 15.3 \cents; roast beef (rump), 
12 cents, cost 12.8 cents, and round pot 
roast, 10 cents, cost 10.1 cents. 

a. 

On the whole, the data clearly show 
that the cheaper cuts of beef are by far 
the most economical sources both of lean 
and of lean and fat. Not only did they find 
that the food value is not in relatiomto price 
but there is no relation between flavor and 
cost. Furthermore, cooking tests showed 
that waste and shrinkage are not neces- 
sarily greater in the cheaper cuts. 

In buying for the lean, the neck, shanks, 
and clods head the list, and rump, rib, and 
loin bring up in the rear from the statid- 
point of fuel value, The flank, plate, neck, 
and shank are cheapest at the price, and 
rib, loin, and roast are the most expensive. 
From the standpoint of all combined, clod, 
chuck, and plate hold the head of the list. 

It would be worth a good deal to farmer 
and consumer to have this bulletin in every- 
body’s banda.

There is nothing that you can do except to keep 
your hands, feet, ears, and nose warm, unless 
you wish your physician to experiment on you 
with some of the ductiess gland secretions. It 
does not especially endanger life. 

So much for the immore typical forms. Osler 
thinks some of the milder disturbances of een- 
eation—unexplainably cold feet, hands, toes, and 
fingere—are mild manifestations of Raynaud's.

and Prince von Bismarck at Versailles 

The princess mentioned the famous Mer. 
Dupaniloup, bishop of Orleans. Empress Au- 
gusta was delighted, and obtained an inti- 
mation from Emperor William and from 
Prince von Bismarck at Versailles that they 
would welcome any steps that the bishop 
might take In that direction, ana algo that 
he would be most acceptable as a negotiator. 

Princess Sayn-Wittgenstein jeft Coblents, 
accompanied to the railroad station by En- 
press Augusta and provided with al! sorts 
of German safe conducts, in order to per- 
sonally urge the bishop at Orleans and at 
Tours to undertake the mission.

THE CALIFORNIA SITUATION. 

Sacramento, Cal, May 19.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.)—It is difficult to understand how 
the Japanese question in California can be 
settled by any measure short of the elim- 
ination of Japanese from the state. 

The anti-Japanese agitation has its foun- 
éation, not in economic conditions, but in 
racial antipathy. The passage of the anti- 
Japanese land law with popular approval 
was possible only because it does not affect 
economic conditions in any particular, but 
is a fiat, open elap at the Japaneso people 
and the Japanese government. 

Another important element in bringing 
it about was the fact that it enabled a Pro- 
gressive state administration to take a 
similar siap at a Democratic national ad- 
ministration. 

Two elements fn California have been agi- 
tating against the Japanese for many years. 
Union labor ts genuinely opposed to the Japa- 
nese and is now seeking a referendum on 
the law passed on the ground that it is not 
ecufficiently effective in injuring the Japa- 
nese. The Democrats have gained politica! 
credit by their anti-Japanese stand, but 
have introduced their land bills at each 
legisiative session with the knowledge that 
they would be killed by the majority. And 
when, at the last session, they had an op-

portunity to make the law forbid leases to 
Japs and thereby drive them out of the state, 


\they “welched,” either at the bidding of 


Bryan or to avoid disturbing the present 
economic status. 

Most of the members of the legislature 
are necessarily representative of the land 
holding interests of the state. These inter- 
ests are profiting dollar for dollar with the 
Japanese in the Japanese agricultural opera- 
tions. The avowed spokésmen of these in- 
terests, chambers of commerce and real 
estate boards, passed resolutions during the 


‘ recent agitation opposing any anti-alien leg- 


isiation and praising the Japanese as in- 
valuable aids in the development of the 
grand old state of California. By “ neces. 
sarily representative of the land holding in- 
terests "" | mean that almost every one in 
California, is financially interested in the de- 
velopment of some section of raw land. 

Leaders of the Progressive party from the 
Los Angeles district are particularly ciose- 
ly identified with the big corporations which 
find the Japanese farmers a big asset. They 
never have been and are not now in favor of 
interfering with the present status by which 
they rent $50 an acre land to Japs for $10 
an acre per year. And they have pagsed a 
law which will not cause them to. lose a 
dollar, which will not relieve a single white 
farmer of Jap competition or neighbors, but 
which satisfied the popular demand for a 
slap at the Japanese. 

The Imperial valley, where the richest soil 
and the hottest climate in California produce 
the largest crops in the United States, is 
owned for the most part by Los Angeles 
business men and corporations. In few cases 
did the land cost more than $50 an acre to 
put in cultivation, but it ig hela at $100 to 
$200 an aore. I talked to many nonresident 
owners of Imperial valley lands and founa 
that they would no more think of going down 
there and farming in summer than an Irish 
peer would think of digging potatoes in 
Donegal. Therefore they lease their land to 
Japs, who demand no houses or other im- 
provements, simply squat on the land and 
squeeze limit crops out of it... 

I traveled all through the Imperia} valley, 
talked to real estate men in each town, and 
asked them about the Jap situation. Every 
one of them told me that he did not know 
of an acre of lar’ in the valley owned bya 
Jap. Each one testified that the Japs did 
not want to BUY land, because they coulg 
LEASE about ten times as much land as they 
could BUY, and make big profits each year 
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Japanese must be paid as high wages a 
white men or higher. 

During my trip through the Imperial valk 
ley I heard no one express the slightest hoe 
tility to the Japanese, though there can be 
no doubt that their competition is felt keen 
ly by those cultivating their’ own land. While 
| was in a real estate office in Calexites 
Jap came in to hurry up a dea! he had on 
for the leasing of 15,000 acres of land just 
across the border for the raising of cotton 
He said he had all arrangements made for 
the importation of the coolies from Japal 
and wa to close the dedi as soon as po® 
sible. The land was to be rented from the 
California-Mexico ranch, owned by Get 
Harrison Gray Otis and his “crowd” It 
consists of 1,000,000 acres obtained from 
Mexico for [it is said) ahout SO cents as 
acre and valued at at ieast $100 an acre BR 
is cultivated by Chinese coplies working fr 
about 50 cents a day. 

Until the Japanese, the administration at 
Washington, and eastern newspapers stirreé 
up the question and touched the pride of the 
“sovereign commonwealth of California,” 
the bill was by no means certain of passage 
It is claimed that when, in the early stag@® 
@ committee from the San Francisco expoal 
tion approached Gov. Johnson quietly on th 
subject he promised them that no anti-Jap 
bill would be passed. 

The agitation, however, aroused an unque® 
tionable anti-Jap feeling and a determins 
tion to vindicate at all hazards (almost) te 
right of the state to pass its laws regardle™ 
of Washington or Tokio.

LONDON, May 20.—8 a. m,—In an editoria) 
on the California situation the Standard ad- 
vises Japan to deal with the question as a 
purely business matter, rather than to im- 
port into it sentimemts of offended racial 
and national pride.

ever, had the Supreme court in their hands 
and it ordered Diaz's removal to Mexico 
City. 

The next step in the plot was to put Diaz 
in such a position that he would have to 
do as the three generals told him; to kill 
Reyes, whose popularity they feared, and 
to show Madero's inability to handle the 
country, thus compelling his resignation or 
death. 


Diaz Leads Nominal Revolt. 


To bring this about it was arranged that 
both Diaz and Reyes should be released and 
lead a revolt. Diaz would take possession 
of the Ciudadela or citadel of Mexico City. 
while to Reyes was given the honor of at- 
tacking the palace. The governor of the 
penitentiary, the governor of Santiago prison, 
the governor of the Ciudadela, the Tlalpam 
cadets, and most of the officers of the army 
were in the plot as far as it was directed 
against Madero, but were ignorant as to’the 
intentions of the three generals regarding 
the two popular idols. Reyes and Diaz. 

On Sunday morning, Feb. ©, the Tlalpam 
cadcts attacked the penitentiary and San- 
tiago prison The governor of course im- 
mediately yielded and Diaz and Reyes were 
freed. Diaz collected a crowd of police and 
civilians and threw himself into the ciudadela 
where, of course, there was no real resis- 
tance. Gen. Mondragon joined him there. 
They then occupied the surrounding streets 
and prepared to defend their. position. 

In the meanwhile the Tlalpam cadets at- 
tacked the palace. Through some error 
the officer in charge was loyal. He resisted 
the attack and succeeded in capturing six 
of the cadets, whom he summarily executed. 
Among the six was Gen. Blanquet’s son. 


Cadets Shoot Their Officers. 


The colonel and commandant of the cadets 
being surprised at this unexpected resist- 
ance, wanted the cadets to withdraw. In- 
etead of doing this, they shot him for sug- 
gesting it. During the pause which fol- 
lowed the unsuccessful attempt of the ca- 
dets on the palace, the loyal officer in charge 
of its defense brought his troops out in front 
of it. Gen. Reyes then came along at the 
head of the First cavairy. When near the 
coor of the palace he was shot and killed by 
men stationed there for that purpose. From 
the time the cadets were repulsed until the 
ceath of Reyes there had been no firing. 
The firing then commenced again. The Zo- 
calo, as the plaza in front of the palace is 
called, was full of men, women, and chil- 
dren. The troops in front of the palace and 
the First: cavalry were not 100 yards apart. 
Though they were supposed to be firing into 

other at this short distance, there were 


only fifteen soldiers killed. Of the specta- 
tors, forty-one children, 100 women, and 
men were killed. | 

No further evidence is needed as to the 
intention of the troops not to fire into each 
Other. What became of the loyal officer 
whose troops killed him so miserably is not 
known. 


Huerta Deceives President Madero. 


Madero, who was in the president's palace 
at Chapultepec, which is on the outskirts 
of the city, immediately he heard of the dis- 
order, mounted his horse and, escorted by 
the Chapultepec cadets and the Forest 
guards, came into the city. He was well 
received by the populace. Huerta told him 
the place for him was in the palace and there 
he went. On the way he and Huerta had 
their pictures. taken together. | | 

Madero put Huerta in absolute chargé, thus 
turning his government and his life over to 
him for safe keeping. Huerta, with his chief 
of artillerf, Col. Navarete, then proceeted to 
place their troops in position. 

Though this was on Sunday and the pro- 
Visioning of the ciudacela was going on in 
the most open manner, not a thing was done 
until Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock, when 
the firing commenced. From then until 5 
p. m. the following Tuesday the firing was 


} practically continuous with the exception of 


a few hours on Saturday. 

Madero paid Huerta $10,000 a day starting 
with Sunday and promised him $100,000 the 
day he captured the ciudadela. 


Plot Involves American Envoy. 


On Tuesday, Feb. 18, Huerta sent Hen- 
rique Zepeda to the American embassy. This 
Zepeda is known as Huerta’s nephew, but 
in reality is his bastard son. Zepeda was 


closeted with the American ambassador and 


a number of his advisers (not members of 
the embassy) for one hour. He then re- 
turned to the palace. As they were coming 
out of the room one of the advisers was 
heard to say to another: 

‘By God, he made them guarantee he 
would get his before he would agree to their 
plot.”’ 

On Thursday night Huerta and others de- 
manded that Madero resign, as he was unable 
to control the situation and his resignation 
would end the fighting, that being all Diaz 
was after. Madero refused. “Huerta then 
demanded more troops. Madero ordered him 
to telegraph Gen. Rabago in Chihuahua, 
whose morning report showed he had 11,000 
men, to send 3,000. Rabago refused to do so. 

They had previously to this wired Gen. 
Blanquet, who was at Pachuca, a short dis- 
tance north of Mexico City, to bring in ais 
troops. He had always refused, saying his 
men could not be trusted. This time he'came, 
but camped just outside the city. Many of 
his* officers went to the citudadela and re- 
mained there. 

Blanquet and Huerta Confer, 

Friday night Blanquet and Huerta had.a 
conference. 

On Monday morning Felix Diaz announced 
he would be a candidate for president and 
that all he’ wanted at this time was to be 
chief of the army. On Monday evening 
Huerta, Blanquet, Mondragon, and Felix 
Diaz had a conference at the ciudadela. At 
this conference Diaz was made to realize his 
position. He was shown how he was vir- 
tually surrounded and plainly told by Huerta 
that if he did not agree to their wishes that 
Huerta would capture the ciudadela the fol- 
lowing day, as he could have done at any 
time had he wanted. 

Diaz, seing his position, ylelded to their 
plan, which was that Huerta was to bé presi- 
dent, Mondragon secretary of war, and 
Blanquet chief of the army. Diaz was told 
he could be a candidate in the coming elec- 
tions if he wished. 


Huerta announced that night that thenext | 
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day he and Blanquet would take the cjuda- } 


dela with the troops. While it is called the 
citadel (ciudadela), it is nothing but a large,

Shells Do Little Damage. 
The federal artillery fired more than 3,000 
rounds from their guns at it and hit it eleven 
times. However, after the fighting was over 
the chief, Col. Navarete, was madea general 
for his brilliant services. Far more damage 


was done to any number of buildings which 


were not directly in the line of fire. 

What the Japanese ambassador thought 
about the effort which was being made to 
take it is shown by his offer to bring into 
Mexico City in less than twenty-four hours 
3,uwJ Japenese soldiers living in one of the 
provinces who would take it in short order. 

Were nothing) known of the plot of the 
three generals, = results of the firing would 
be sufficient to |show an intention to delib- 
erately shoot up the city to prove Madero’s 
inability to handle matters, and thus force 
his resignation., Everything American was 
shot up. Of 3 people killed, it is esti- 
mated that not more than 800 were soldiers. 
Of these a large number were rurales whom 
Huerta, fearing their loyalty to Madero, had 
ordered to charge down a street against de- 
fenses at the other end of it. They had ab- 
solutely no chance for success.

Huerta Constantly Asks Troops, 

Every day Huerta had asked Madero to 
resign. Each time the president refused. 
Each time he refused Huerta asked for mere 
troops, finally asking for 50,000. 

All Monday night and Tuesday until 5 p. m. 
the fring waskept up. This was the heaviest 
firing done. 

On Tuesday at noon Blanquet, instead of 
attacking the cludadela, appeared with the 
Twenty-ninth infantry at-his back in front 
of the palace. Heasked for hisson. (He had 
been told of his death the day it happened.) 
He was told that he had been executed. He 
then broke his sword, declaring he was done; 
he would fight no more for Madero. At this 
some of his officers with a detachment of 
troops rushed into the palece and up to the 
room where Madero and his cabinet were 
sitting. The officer in charge said to Ma- 
dero, ‘“‘ You are|under arrest.” 

Madero jumped up, saying: “ You have 
no right to address the president of the re- 
public in that manner. I command you to 
cry, ‘ Long live the president of the Mexican 
republic.’’’ The officer and the soldiers with 
him did so. Immediately, however, the offi- 
cer repeated, ‘‘ You are under arrest.”

Huerta Arrests Gustavo Madero. 


That afternoon Huerta was drinking with 
Gustavo Madero in the Gambrinus restau- 
rant. ‘After Gustavo had paid for the drinks 
Huerta went to the street brought in some 
soldiers who were there, and arrested him 
They tied him up and kept him in the cloak 
room of the restaurant until 11 o'clock that 
night, when they took him to the cindadela 
and tortured him to death. 

Tuesday evening Felix Diaz, Huerta, anée 
number of prominent politicians met at the 
American embassy and formed a provisional 
government. On Wednesday, Feb. 10, Huerta 
was preciaimed the provisional president. 

Medero, the president, and Suarez, the vice 
president, were killed in the palace in the 
room in which they had been heid incommu- 
micado since their arrest Madero wae 
stabbed twice in the ba@k and shot in the 
back of the head. Suarez was shot twelve 
times. Capt. Cardenas of the rurales killed 
them and was made a major in the regular 
army for doing so. 

Their bodies were taken to the peniten- 
tiary. When near there the false attack 
was made, which was given out as the cause 
of their death. The reason given for moving 
from the palace was that it was not a safe 
Place. The guard of the palace consisted of 
four regiments of infantry and two field 
guns.

Tastes Like Champagne. 


The recipe given below for a cordial is pop- 
ular with many, because it contains no alco- 
hol and makes a heathful and pleasant drink 
for something in place of wine. It is simple to 
make and has sold readily. It should bring 35 
cents a pint and even 50 cents in some places. 
Four gallons of water, twelve pounds of white 
sugar, one quart and one-half pint of fresh 
elder flowers. Beat the whites of two eggs 
and boil them with the sugar and water till 
sugar is thoroughly dissolved. Remove from 
the fire and add the flowers. When cold put 
in three teaspoons of lemon juice and one-quar- 
ter cake of compressed yeast. Let it stand for 
nine days in a stone jar, stirring every morn- 
ing. Then put four pounds of seeded raisins 
chopped in the bottom of a six gallon jug or 
keg, strain the liquid onto it, cork it tightly, 
and let it stand six months. Then bottle it.

UGENE YSA made his last appearance 
for the pr t season as soloist with the 
Chicago Symphony orchestra Tuesday 
evening in the second concert of the 
North Shore Music festival. The gym-

Mr. Ysaye as the greatest of the violinists. 
Convinced that thie claim represents no exag~ 
geration, but may be supported by the most 
potent arguments, it becomes the task of the 
reviewer to state with such precision ag may 
be commanded the qualities of art that entitle 
him to this exalted position. 

That task is made easier by the circumstance 
that he elected to say farewell with such fa- 
miliar selections from his repertoire as the 
Saint-Saéns B minor and Bruch G minor con- 
certos, to which he was persuaded to add as an 
encore the Saint-Saéns Introduction and Rondo 
Capriccioso. Many hearings have given the 
average concert goer that intimate acquaintance 
with these works which alone may prepare the 
casual listener to appreciate fully and in de- 
tail Yeaye's marvelous powers of definition. 

The predominating quality of his art, the 
quality that distinguishes it above that of his 
great colleagues, is not tone, though his tone 
is as noble and as varied as the violin may 
produce; nor yet virtuosity, though every me- 
chanical consideration is dissipated by his su- 
perlative technical command of the instru- 
ment. It is a quality analogous to speech.

To etate the musical thought with such 
clarity that the listener may visualize it, and

Do not read on the beach or 
on the river while the sun is still strong, un- 
less provided with an awning of some sort, 
or at least a parasol, ag the strain! on the 
sight resulting from this sets up inflammation 
Which in its turn causes puffiness under the 
eyes. To relieve the inflammation use a sooth- 
ing eye wash. An outward application to the 
skin beneath the eyes will aiso help. Mix 
together twenty grains of tannic acid with 
one ounce of ptre glycerin, and paint the 
skin beneath the lower lid, using a fine camel's 
hair brush. Accompany this treatment with a 
course of gentle massage 'to the skin around 
the eyes, and ina short time the trouble will 
have disappeared:

‘FABLE AND DREAM’ 


Accuse Some Members of Chi- 
cago Commission of ‘Work- 
ing for Own Interests,’ 


BACK PENNSYLVANIA SCHEME 


Committee Named to Appear Before 
Council Body Urging Canal 
Street Station. 


WACKER AND DELANO ATTACKED 


The west side had a chance last night to 
say what it thought of all persons who de- 
sire to remove the Pennnsy!vania union de- 
pot from its present location, and it minced 
no words in the telling. 

The Chicago pian was called a “ dream,” 
a ** delusion,’’ and members of the commis- 
sion were attacked as ‘** working for their 
own interests. 

A committee was appointed to attend the 
council terminal committee meeting this 
morning to aid in presenting the west side's 
cause. 

The temper of nearly all the speakers and 
the audience, which partly filled the Hay- 
market theater, was mildly expressed in 
the resolutions adopted, which said: 

‘* We recognize that some of the individ- 
uals who advocate the proposed plan have 
nO personal interest to serve.’ 

The resolutions declared the removal of the 
union station would be a detriment to west 
side business, and that the erection of a 
new depot on the same site would conform 
to “ the best Chicago beautiful pian.” 


Condemns Congress Street Plan. 

Andrew J. Graham, banker and veteran 
west sider, was the most temperate speaker. 
He mildly discussed the Chicago plan com- 
mission, of which he is a member. He con- 
sidered it impracticable to make Congress 
street a main artery. 

“There has been considerable fuss made 
about this west side improvement,”’ said Mr. 
Graham, ** but I do not recall! any fuss when 
the Northwestern planned to build its new 
depot. If the reasoning of the opponents of 
the Pennsylvania plan is good the North- 
western depot should have been at Kinzie 
street. We are only asking the city council 
for the right to let a man tear down an old 
building and put up a new one. 

“I do not believe the Pennsylvania, Bur- 
lington, and St. Paul roads will ever move 
from their present site, or that any power 
exists that can move them.”’ 


Attacks President Delano. 


George L. Robtértson, chairman of the meet- | 


ing. characterized the opponents of the Penn- 
Sylvania pian as ‘a certain class of gentle- 
men that want to get the depot at Twelfth 
street, one of whom is Mr. Delam, president 
of a bankrupt railway system that possibly 
hasn't enough money to get downtown and 
wants others out south for company.” 

Chairman Charles H. Wacker of the Chi- 
cago plan commission was termed “ an al- 
truist '" by Charles Lederer, attorney for the 
West Side Property Owners’ association, and 
the plan was called “a a fancy free 
delusion that no practical man could gay ever 
will come into existence.” 

The speaker cited one business man as say- 
ing, after seeing the Chicago plan, “if this 
town was virgin prairie it might be possible, 
but there is only one thing that will help 
Wacker and that is another great Chicago fire 
to wipe out all the buildings.”’ 


Sends Satirical Telegram, 
George Beidler sent a telegram from Hol- 
land, Mich., which aroused enthusiagm. It 
read: 

The present depot site has been tried for 
fifty years and found practical and satis- 
factory. Why should the people be com- 
pelled to accept a new location just to 
please a few real estate gamblers and 
some lovers of art and the classics?

Wants a “Chicago Useful.” 

“It makes me exceedingly weary to hear 
men like Wacker declaim about the city 
beautiful,” said Albert H. Tyrrell. “ Let 
us have a city useful. It was certainly not 
to our advantage to have the lake front made 
into a parkway. If they place the union 
station at Twelfth street we might as well 
tear down ten city blocks on the west side 
and then wait in our graves for prosperity 
to come.

Declares United States Steel 
Corporation Always Aimed 
to Foster Competi- 
tion. 


TELLS VIEWS OF MORGAN. 


Testifies for the Defense in Gov- 
ernment’s Dissolution Suit 
Under the Sherman 
Law. 


New York, May 28.—Elbert H. Gary, chalir- 
man of the United States Steel corporation. 
declared on the witness stand today that 
néither he, nor the late J. P. Morgan, nor 
anybody else concerned in the negotiations 
for its organization discussed the question 
of obtaining a monopoly in the steel indus- 
try or of suppressing competition. 

Mr. Gary was testifying as a witness for 
the defense tn the suit to dissolve the cor- 
poration under the Sherman anti-trust law. 
He told in detail of the circumstances which 
led to the formation of the corporation, and 
endeavored to show that the sole purpose of 
its organizers was to obtain “ a rounded out, 
eelf-contained proposition, complete in every 
phase of manufacture from the mining of ore 
to the production of diversified finished prod 
ucts in the milis, with the ability to reduce 
costs to the most economical basis, and par- 
ticularly to develop an export trade.”’ 

“Our effort,”"’ he said emphatically,”’ has 
been to extend trade and to foster competi- 
tion, and we have done that.” 


Property Worth Price Paid. 

With equal emphasis Mr. Gary denied the 
steel corporation had been overcapitalized, 
as alleged by the government. The various 
properties acquired “‘ were all worth the price 
paid for them,” he declared. 

The organization of the corporation was 
precipitated, Mr. Gary said, by the desire of 
the Federal! Steel company, a J. P. Morgan 
flotation, to perfect a “ rounded out” or- 
genization. This opportunity came when An- 
drew Carnegie offered to sell the Carnegie 
Steel company. The Federal previously had 
refused several proffers of the Carnegie Steel 
company, and had attempted to raise $40,- 
000,000 to build new plants of itsown. This 
attempt was abandoned, he said, when 
Charles M. Schwab outlined to Mr. Morgan 
the advantages of acquiring a then exist- 
ing property. Mr. Morgan was “ impressed ” 
and called in the directors of the Federal 
Steel company. 

Mr. Gary described the meeting of the 
directors, and laid emphasis on Mr. Morgan's 
desire to know whether it “ was a good 
business proposition.” 


Action of Carnegie Company. 

At this meeting the acquisition of other 
properties was proposed and adopted and Mr. 
/ Gary described how each fitted into the plan 

of a “ self-contained organization.”

‘It was not,” said the witness.

Washington. D. C., May 28.—(Special — 
President Wilson is opposed to the limitation 
of the tenure of the presidency. But he 
favors the direct nomination of presidentia! 
candidates by a national primary, without 
the intervention of conventions, and the di- 
rect election of the president by the people 
without the machinery of the electoral col- 
lege. 

He expressed himself to this effect today 
in a talk with Representative Britten, the 
Chicago Republican who has introduced a 
resolution in the house calling for a coneti- 
tutional amendment providing for direct 
nominations and elections, and a single six 
year term.for the president. . 

In deference to the views of the president, 
Mr. Britten will abandon the movement for 
the single term limitation and concentrate 
his efforts on adoption of the direct elections 
resolutions. He will introduce the amended 
resolution tomorrow. 

The opinions expressed by the president set 
at rest all uncertainties ase to his disagree- 
ment with the Baltimore platform of the 
Democratic party indorsing the single term 
idea. 

His attitude also makes it certain there will 
be no legislation on the subject during his 
administration.

Recently Secretary Bryan, in a speech at 
Harrisburg, Pa.. asserted that any Demo- 
crat who disregards the Democratic platform 
is a “criminal.”” Immediately the politi- 
cians opined that the president would put 
himself in the criminal clags if he should 
dare to be a candidate for re@lection. Bryan 
at once disclaimed such interpretation of 
his remarks. He said he was referring to 
legislators who ignored party platforms. 


Opposes Limiting of Tenure. 

Mr. Wilson's opinion is that the tenure of 
the presidency should be left as provided in 
the constitution. He believes when the peo- 
ple find a president efficient they should not 
be prevented from retaining him tn office as 
lone as they see fit todo so Conversely, if 
a president proves a failure the people ought 
to be able to get rid of him as soon as pos- 
sible. For that reason a four year is better 
than a six year term. 

The president made it plain that he has no 
sympathy with those senators and repre- 
sentatives who sought to make Theodore 
Roosevelt ineligible to the presidency. He 
holds neither Col. Roosevelt nor Mr. Taft 
should be barred from renomination and re- 


election if the people want them to serve 
again. But he favors the direct nomination 
and election of presidents. The party con- 
vention, said the president. is one of the 
strongest bulwarks of bossism, and when it 
is abolished boeses will have little power left. 


Direct Primaries May Win. 
The advocates of national! direct primaries 


express confidence that some kind of legisla- 
tion in this direction will be accomplished 
during the Wilson administration. 


Last winter THE TRIBUNE conducted a poll 
of the members of congress to determine the 
extent of the sentiment in favor of national 
presidential primaries, the elimination of 
conventions, and the promulgation of plat- 
forms by the individual candidates of the 
primary. The result showed nearly one-half 
of congress noncommittal on the question 
and the other half about equally divided 
between approval and disapproval. 

But if the president should get squarely 
behind such legislation his influence would 
command a majority of both houses without

| BILLINGS LIABLE FOR LOSSES? 


Minority Stockholders in Walsh 
Banks Start Suits. 


ACCUSE FORMER DIRECTOR. 


Charge Him with Lack of Vigilance 
in His Duties. 


Whether or not Cornelius K. G. Billings, 
New York and Chicago capitalist, is Hable for 
approximately $5,000,000 due to'the failure of 
the John R. Walsh institutions, the Chicago 
National bank and the Home Savings bank, 
is the question which was presented to Judge 
Honoré in the Circuit court yesterday. 

Stockholders in the two banks, which closed 


: their dcors in 1905, have begun the suits. In 


an interlocutory appeal from the order of 
Judge Tuthill appointing W. C. Niblack re- 
ceiver for the banks, the Appellate court 
has sustained the lower court. 

The Appellate court, however, dissolved a 
temporary mjunction against the officers, 
directors, and stockholders of the Chicago 
National bank, restraining them from nego- 
tiating with Mr. Billings for a settlement of 
his liability as a director in that bank. A 
plan to accept $152,125 from him in full settle- 


‘ment was frustrated through the order of 


Judge Tuthill, and it is still pending. 


Stockholders Bring Suits. 
Two suits, one by A. G. Becker, a stock- 
holder in the Home bank, and the other by 


| Becker and others, as minority stockholders 


in the second bank, are now before Judge 
Honoré for a hearing on their merits. 

Attorneys representing the stockholders 
argued yesterday that Mr. Billings is liable 
for’ the losses sustained by both banks be- 
cause of his alleged lack of vigilance as a 
director in each. 


Says Billings Is Liable. 
Because he remained away from directors’ 
meetings John K. Walsh was able to operate 
his schemes which led to the wrecking of 


| both banks without Interruption, it is con- 


tended. The amount lost by the Chicago 
National bank is placed at $3,500,000, and by 
the Home bank $1,500,000, for which Mr. 
Billings is Mable, it is charged.
